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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Citezens of Stoddard: 

The school board submits the following report of the 
progress and condition of your schools for the year Igoo. 
Three schools were maintained in the district as in former 
years, although the one designated as No. 2 was continued 
against the better judgment of the school board, and in com- 
pliance with the seemingly unanimous desire of the residents 
of the section covered by that school. A public meeting 
was held at the school house No. 2, and it was suggested 
that there being so few pupils it would be better to convey 
them to Marlow, and pay their tuition, but strenuous objec- 
tion was made by the parents to such a programme, and so 
a teacher was hired, and a school maintained for twenty 
weeks. A detailed report of this school will be found farther 
along. 

On the whole, the schools have not moved along as 
smoothly as for two years previously, but the school board 
have endeavored to have a watchful eye over the schools, 
and to correct all evils as soon as brought to their notice. It 
has been our aim to supply the schools with all that is need- 
ful in the way of text books, stationery and helps. ‘To this 
end some excellent reference books were purchased and a 
change made in reading books and grammars. It would 
seem advisable to make a change in geographies soon, as 
the ones in present use are somewhat out of date. 

Only a few repairs have been made to the school build- 
ings during the past year, but we would advise raising money 
to paint the building at the Center, more especially, and it 
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would probably be economy to paint the one at South Stod- 
dard the present year. . 

The enumeration of scholars in the spring showed 25 
boys and 26 girls between five and sixteen years. The total 
number of pupils registered in town during the year was 56, 
and 10 were schooled out of town, 8 in Sullivan and 2 in 
Marlow. The cost for tuition in Sullivan was forty cents 
per week; the bill from. Marlow has not been received. 
Teachers have been paid about the same wages as in former 
years, but the price of board has been advanced to $2.50 per 
week. We observe an increase in the number of tardy 
marks from 11 last year to 32 this, a fact to be regretted. 

A detailed report of the different schools is as follows: 


ScHoou No. 1.—CENTER. 


The spring term of ten weeks was taught by Miss Myra 
E. Abbott of this town. The school-was well conducted so 
far as the school board could observe, and the examination 
was very satisfactory. Number of pupils attending, 20; 
average daily attendance, 16. All attended to reading, 
spelling and arithmetic, 16 penmanship, 9 geography, 6 
grammar and composition, 2 history and 4 physiology. 
Wages of teacher per month including board $28. 

The second term of ten weeks was taught by Miss Alice 
R. Laughlin of Concord, N. H., who came highly recom- 
mended by school officers, and who is a graduate of the Con- 
cord high and training schools. The school was not a suc- 
cess, although the outlook was very promising at the first 
visit of the school board. Miss Laughlin lacked the physi- 
cal ability to cope with the unruly element of this school and 
her resignation was asked for at the end of ten weeks. Whole 
number of pupils attending 22, average daily attendance 16. 
All attended reading, arithmetic, spelling and penmanship, 
7 geography, grammar and composition, 5 history, 4 physi- 
ology and 3 algebra. Wages of teacher per month includ- 
ing board $32. 
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Mrs. Maud A. Page was hired to finish out the intended 
term, and taught 3 weeks, which is designated as a third 
term. Wecommend Mrs. Page for her abilities as a teacher, 
and trust Her services may be secured in the future. Owing 
to the weather and traveling the smaller pupils did not at- 
tend this term.’ Whole number of pupils registered 11, aver- 
age daily attendance ro. All studied reading, spelling, arith- 
metic and writing, 9 geography, 7 grammar, 5 history, 1 
physiology and 2 algebra. Wages of teacher per month in- 
cluding board $32. 

There were 15 tardy marks in this school for the year. 
Number of visits by school board 12, and by citizens and 
others 35. 

ScHooL No. 2.—NEAR Mr. PoLLArRp’s. 


Both terms were taught by Miss Nellie Leadbetter of 
Milton, Mass. ‘The school was too small for any teacher to 
make much of a success, but Miss Leadbetter failed to secure 
the hearty cooperation and good will of her pupils, and by 
mutual consent the fall term closed three weeks sooner than 
was contemplated. 

In the spring term of 10 weeks there were 6 pupils regis- 
tered. Average attendance 5. All studied reading, spelling, 
writing and arithmetic, 3 geography, grammar, composition, 
history and physiology and 1 philosophy. 

For the fall term of ten weeks there were 7 different pu- 
pils registered. Average daily attendance,5%. All studied 
reading, spelling, writing, arithmetic and vocal music, 5 
drawing, 4 grammar and composition, 3 geography, 2 his- 
tory and 1 philosophy. Wages of teacher per month includ- 
ing board $28 for the spring term, and $30 for the fall term. 
Number of tardy marks 11. Number of visits by school 
. board 8; by citizens and others, 22. 


ScuHoou No. 3.—SouTH STODDARD. 


Mrs. Emma Cutter Shoults taught the spring term of ten 
weeks, and the same degree of success attended her efforts 
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that has been noted in previous years of her work here. It 
is always a pleasure to visit a school over which she pre- 
sides. Whole number of pupils registered 25, average daily 
attendance 24. All attended to reading, writing and spelling, 
18 arithmetic, 12 geography, grammar and composition, 11 
physiology and 1 history. Wages of teacher including 
board $32. 

The fall term of thirteen weeks was successfully taught 
by Miss Myra E. Abbott. The order and discipline of the 
school was excellent andthe progress commendable. Whole 
number of pupils registered 24, average daily attendance 20. 
All studied reading, spelling and arithmetic, 19 writing, 10 
geography, 6 grammar, 5 history and 6 physiology. Wages 
of teacher per month including board $34. Number of 
tardy marks during the year 6, visits by school board 8, by 
citizens and others 94.
